Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Dr. Vastine registration # 27,013 the agent of record for applicants of 
case # 10/525,232 wished to conduct an interview with Examiner Dr. Rogers on the distinction of applicants invention 
over the cited prior art. Dr. Vastine brought to the attention of the examiner that the difference between the cited 
references and applicant's invention was the process in which the cross-linked cationic polymer was produced. A 
suggestion was made that since the distinction between the prior art and the cited references was the process to make 
the polymers applicants should amend their claims so that they are drawn to a process of making the cationic 
crosslinked polymer and/or the cosmetic product. This type of amendment could be entered after the filing of an RCE. 
Dr. Vastine also wished to discuss the 1 12 2nd paragraph rejection over indefiniteness cited in the previous action. A 
suggestion was made that applicants may show evidence that such claim language is permissible in patent language 
allowed at the USPTO or to further define parameters such as heat, solvent and salt to further define the limitation. The 
examiner will speak to his supervisor about the language of the claim to see if this type of limitation is permissible..
